“Little could have been 
done to cullivate (he land in past ages, os it ia 
well-kuown that the Malay hos alwaysbe-n a 
wantike porron, caring little for agricaltare, att 
ono of those contented persons who is happy 
with alittle. Now, of course, all this is changed. 
The railways, the splendid Government roads, 
the smalk and numerous towns, the great 
influx, of the industrious Chinsman, and the 
influence of tin dnd rubber are ovjdonce that 
-thia country is being pashed industriously as 
a place for settlers Bok emigrants. There is 
no doubt that if only the Climste was more 
suitable to Europeans and others, tha place 
by thia time would have made donble the pro- 
gression, But that is harpins back to tho 
old fuestion: Is the climate good enongh ? 
And if-you, the small capitalist, would like this 
question answered by ono who has been thera 
and tried it—here it is :— 

If you are a cast-iron man, if you are fever- 
proof, if you love hot places, and. if you are 
utterly careless ss to your health aud happiness, 
then, my friend, the Straits is the place for you, 
without « doubt. But'if, on the other hand, 
you sresn ordinary mortal with a dread of 
foyer, with o hatred for intense heat and an 
unwholesomo life, with » capability of working 
and a disposition to be content whore. you are 
(i.e, in o healthy place), then doa't be above 
taking o tip from one who has worried through 
it, and givo the Straits the go-by. - Boliove mo 
when I say the world is a big place, There ia 
room for men in Canada, and that is genorally 
ackowlvdged to be one of the healthiest 
placoa in the world, In Canada you'll 
hsve to work —monnal IJabour, perhaps, 
and a good deal of it-—-but remember 
it is a place whera you can ¢ettle, There 
will be no necessity for you to keep ruabing 
off on 6 trip ta benefit your health. People 
I have heard, do not die young in Canada. 
That, however, is beside tho question. “We are 
now upon the question of the comparison of 
Ceylon and the Straita Settlements. Ceylon is 
a -wall-developed, prosporous little colony, and, 
in apite of the yramblers who carilat the roads, 
the railways, and other things, Ceylon will take 
8 deal of beating. 

Why rush off to plant rubber in the Straits, |: 
when you baye sufficiently good soil at hand in 
the low-country of Ceylon? ‘Taken all round tho 
low-country of Ceylon is infinitely hoalthior 
than tho Straita Nottlements. In the low. 
country hore you will nover hear of scores of 
villagers wiped out by fover, or ‘of land that 
has to be abandoned becauso oven the very 
Tamils die upon it, Tho land, you say, is more 
expentiyé in Ceylon and the Government less 
wilting to encourage the intending sottler. 
True, but yet it is better to endure the evil 
that you. wot of than rush off to an unknown 
lend whioh might be nuything. Again, what 
of the coasts on cither side of Afrioa—are they 
one wit better than Ceylon? Their soil may 
be a triffo richer and a trifle more fortile. And 
what of Brazil and all those charming fever- 
haunted jungles of Sonth America? To my 
miud a land in which you cannot live to draw 
your salary and enjoy it isa poor sort of country 
in which to cast your lot! If, of course, 
you ere s moderately rich man, and can find the 
fool to go und ‘open up these unwholesome 
places for you by all means do so! And in 
after years you can pat yourself upon the back 
for your smartuoss. in’ drawing most-of the 
Profits without having to ondure the poisonous 
climate. And if, of course, the pioneer should 
be buried in the meantime, that’s nothing 10 
Anybody; its merely the way of the world. It 
ig well. known that in thoso deadly climes the 
pioneer seldom enjoys the prosperity that he 
had created. But still the extraordinary grit 
thit has made the Straits Settlements whst it 
is applies equally 40 Ceylon. They've both had 
their hard struggle with misfortuno, and they'vo 
both come through; and that rubber will oon- 
tinne to flourish as a psying cultivation for many 
yearsthore eau belittle doubt. Upon the question 
oflocal soils, seeds,and question closely connected 
with the actual cultivation of rubbor thero will 
doubtless goon be many experts. But enough 
of comparirons, Asin everything with rogard 
to agriculture, your steps must bo wary end 
befora you buy a block of Jand keep in mind 
that old adage, “ Look before you leap,” and lot 
your look be a good Jong look, or you may regret 


your haste.
